Edmund Gunter (1581-1626) did for sines and tangents what his colleague, Henry 
Briggs, did for natural numbers. Both of these distinguished mathematicians were 
professors at Gresham College. Gunter’s scale and Gunter’s chain are well known, 
the latter being constantly used in land-surveying. 

In 1622 Gunter discovered by experiments that the declination of the magnetic 
needle had varied fire degrees in forty-two years (see Cross-Staffe , bk. 2, chap. 5). He 
suspected an error and dropped his investigations. His successor at Gresham College, 

Henry Gellibrand, confirmed and established Gunter’s results. Gunter when drawing 
* the lines upon the dials in Whitehall Gardens made allowance for this variation. 

These dials were destroyed in 1697.

The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797, down to Saunders’ Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the eggs of 
British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 
satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with coloured 
illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into less than a page 
devoted to each of the 400 British birds must be condensed the following facts :— 

1. The extent of the breeding range. 

2. The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4. The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6. The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely.

Even at the present day, there is much to 
be learnt about Dravidian art from Sinhalese sources; many, indeed, of the Sinhalese 
craftsmen were immigrants from Southern India. All these points are dealt with, and 
extracts given from the Sanskrit technical works (Silpa Sastras), of which the most important 
treats of the proportions of images. To craftsmen and students of sociology, the picture oi 
this simple feudal society, wherein the craftsman held so secure and so honourable a position 
will seem like an extract from some far “Utopia”; and perhaps it may in some small 
measure contribute to the solution of the problems of commercialism. But the picture is 
a sad one, for it shows all that was beautiful and simple in a highly civilised and independent 
community to be now in the last stages of disintegration.

The Speculum Humanae Salvationis is here reproduced complete for the first time 
since the fifteenth century, for the facsimile of the blockbook, published by Berjean in 
1862, cannot be taken into acconnt.

These Miniatnres are among the finest remains of 15th century French Art of the 
famons school of Tours associated with the name of Jean Fouquet. They measure 
about 15 inches by 11, but are divided across into three compartments, many of which 
are farther divided from top to bottom. The number of different subjects depicted in 
them amounts in all to forty-six. They illustrate the opening chapters of each of the 
nine books of the French version of Valerius Maximus, known as *• Les Faiset les Dits 
des Romaics et des autres gens,” which was begun by Simon de Hesdin for Charles V. 
of France in 1375 and completed by Nicolas de Gonesse for John, Duke of Berry, in 
1401 ; and they represent with dramatic force and rare artistic merit scenes taken for 
the most part from Roman History. 

The snmptnons MS. from which they are reproduced consists of two volumes 
numbered 4.374,4375 of the Harley collection in the British Museum. It hears the arms 
and monogram, frequently repeated, of the eminent statesman and historian Philippe 
de Comines, and was probably executed for him about 1475, soon after he left the 
service of Charles, Duke of Burgundy, for that of Louis XI of France. At a later

Flemish Art of the 16th century, having no such brilliant exponents as the 15fch 
and 17th centuries, has always remained in the shadow. At the same time it should not 
be forgotten that this period, while being a species of interregnum between early and 
modern art, was a time when still life and Genre painting, hitherto little practised, first 
made itself a definite department of Art.

A record of the place of the craftsman and his work in a feudal society not unlike 
that of Early Mediaeval Europe. It deals not with a period of great attainment in 
fine ” art, but with a “ great and beautiful scheme of peasant decoration ” based upon 
the traditions of Indian art. Much has been written on Indian Arts and Crafts, but never 
before have the Arts and Crafts of a limited area been treated of and illustrated in great 
detail. It should be clearly understood that Sinhalese art is an integral part of Indian; 
it possesses this special interest, that it is in many respects of earlier character, and 
more purely Hindu (though actually Buddhist) than any art surviving on the mainland 
so late as the early nineteenth century. Even at the present day, there is much to 
be learnt about Dravidian art from Sinhalese Bources; many, indeed, of the Sinhalese 
craftsmen were immigrants from Southern India. All these points are dealt with, and 
extracts given from the Sanskrit technical works (Silpa S&stras), of which the most important 
treats of the proportions of images. To craftsmen and students of sociology, the picture of 
this simple feudal society, wherein the craftsman held so seoure and so honourable a position 
will seem like an extract from some far “Utopia”; and perhaps it may in some small 
measure contribute to the solution of the problems of commercialism. But the picture is 
a sad one, for it shows all that was beautiful and simple in a highly civilised and independent 
community to be now in the last stages of disintegration.

In 1889 the Trustees of the British Museum acquired from Professor 
John Buskin a volume of Italian drawings, which that gentleman had 
bought some fifteen years previously, at a time when the Trustees were 
unable to make the acquisition themselves. These drawings belong to 
the most interesting period of Florentine art, about 1460 a.d., and are 
unique in character and subject, representing the personages and events 
of sacred and profane history from the creation of man to the foundation 
of Florence by Julius Caesar. They are ninety-nine in number, each 
measuring thirteen inches high by nine inches wide, and are executed in 
peu-aud-bistre and bistre-wash, with an extraordinary richness and 
fancifulness of invention in matters of costume, ornament, and decoration. 
They are obviously the work of a draughtsman who was before all things 
a jeweller. In architectural and decorative design he shows himself 
steeped in the influence ot those masters who had transformed and were 
transforming Florence in his time, viz. Brunelleschi, Donatello with his 
followers, Michelozzo, and the rest; while by the style and sentiment 
of his figures he belongs to that group of energetic realists which 
comprised the painters Andrea del Castagno, Paolo Uccello, Alessi*' 
Baldovinetti, and the brothers Pollaiuolo.
